‘“We have nothing to sell in 
the mountains but the: beauty 
of our natural resources,’’ he 
said, ‘‘and the privilege of per- 
mitting amusement. 

If People Cannot Play They 
Won't Come 

‘‘People come to the moun: 
tains to play. If they cannot 
play and dance; and it seems 
that nearly everyone who 
comes to the mountains wants 
to dance, they will not eome.”’ 

Mr. Mayer and Mr. Jessurun 
explained that many of the 
guests drive to Big Bear Val- 
ley from the cities in the val- 
ley below and do not arrive 
until a late hour. If dancing 


is discontinued at midnight,

This showing has been made 
despite the fact that the number 
of adjustments made on com- 
plaints have increased 50 per cent.

tures added to the work of the de- 
partment in August, 1923, increas- 
ed the total work over 25 per cent 
and investigation of new subdivi- 
sions and reports of investigating 
deputies’ accounts have increased 
in excess of 50 per cent. 

A careful survey of the work of 
the department has shown that 
the effective operation has in- 
creased 150 per cent and an ac- 
tual reduction in cost of main- 
tenance of at least 20 per cent 
when comparing the administra- 
tion of Governor Richardson with 
the prior administration. These 
results have been made possible 
by the budget system adminis 
tered with efficiency and economy. 

From 1923 to 1926, $338,504.37 
collected through fees have re- 
verted to the general fund, this 
being the saving in the cost of 
maintaining the department. The 
total department’s income was 
$702,653.28. The cost of mainten- 
ance was $364,148.92, or a very 
slight incréase over the preceding 
period despite the tremendous in- 
crease in volume of Work and addi- 
tional duties undertaken by the 
real estate commissioner. The 
total income for the period from 
1919 to 1923 was $418,929.14. The 
cost of maintenance during that 
period was $302,502.11, leaving

general fund. During the past 
three years a system of intensive 
checking of the entire field of 
licenses has been inaugurated in- 
volving the contact of officials and 
employees of the department with 
approximately 50,000 real estate op- 
erators per year.

Of the grand total of 
4492, 2535 was of adult fiction, 
934 juvenile fiction, 610 non- 
fiction, 398 magazines, “and 15 
boxes of steroseopie views. 

But ten members withdrew 
during July, 37 registered, 
Weaving in good standing 2420.

land in cireulation 8162. 105 
books were mended. On Sun- 
days 98 were in the library 
reading or studying.

| Besides 22 first notices were 
sent and 6 seconds. 

New books’ are being added 
and placed on the exhibit table 
‘all the time. Two or three 
hundred books were gotten 
ready to fill in #e shelves 
when, the County Free Library 
withdrew books from Upland, 
laltogether too many to ask The 
Upland News to publish the 
entire list. So those who have 
heen waiting for the list to ap- 
pear in ‘‘The News’’ may have 
been disappointed, but by 
watching the Exhibit Table 
they may discover new items. 
Whether a book is the latest 
one or not should not make 
any difference to the borrow- 
er, because if be has never 
read that partienlar book it is 
new to him, is it not?
